1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
JP'21 1 teaches a polyimide film with improved adhesion and a laminate formed from the film 
wherein the film is formed from a polyamic acid precursor solution obtained from 2,3,3',4- 
biphenyltetracarboxylic acid dianhydride and 4,4'-diaminodiphenyl ether that is applied to or 
sprayed on one or both sides of a self-supporting polyimide core layer to a thickness of 0.1-1 
micron and wherein the film has a tensile modulus and linear expansion coefficient within the 
claimed ranges. JP'21 1 does not teach or fairly suggest incorporating the instantly claimed silane 
surface treatment agents into the polyamic acid precursor solution and heating the coated film as 
instantly claimed to produce the final multilayer polyimide film. Further, X reference EP 0 538 
075A cited on the International Search Report teaches a silicon-modified polyimide film wherein 
the film is formed from at least three components including a tetracarboxylic dianhydride as 
claimed, a diamine as claimed, and also a diaminosiloxane as a third component along with an 
aminosilane however the instant polyimide film excludes the diaminosiloxane and hence EP'075 
teaches away from the claimed invention.
